The latest Russian 
invasion 
of 
Germany is siiid at Berlin to have 
met with the same fate as its pre- 
decessors. 
Today's official German 
communication contains the announce- 
ment that the Russian forces which 
captured Memel, at the northern end 
of East Prussia, 
have been 
driven 
back and that German troops, pur- 
suing them across the border, have 
captured the Russian town of Krot- 
tingen. 
No confirmation has been 
received from Russian sources. 


The Russians are still on the ot* 
fensive in northern Poland, but so 
far as the 
day's dispatches 
show 
their attacks have been attended by 
no important results. 
The German 
war office asserts that the Russians 
have been driven back in every in- 
stance. 


Apart from a 
few small 
move- 
ments such as have been in progress 
for several months the initiative in 
France and Belgium was left to the 
airmen. .Aviators of the allies at- 
tacked 
Ostend 
and 
German 
aero- 
planes dropped 
bombs on 
Rheims. 
The German stateriient says that a 
French aviatot was shot down near 
Verdun 
and 
that 
mother 
Frenci 
machine was forced to descend ne^f 
Frieburg.

23.—^"German troops 
are pursuing the Russians, who were 
^ v e n from Memel, East Prussia," says 
the report given out by the war office 
today. 


"The Germans occupied the Russian 
town of Krottingen, across the border 
from Memel, and freed more than 3,000 
Germans who had been dragged away 
from their homes by the Russians." 


Continuing the report says: 
"Attacks made by Russian troops on 
both sides of the Orzyc river, in Eus- 
Bian Poland, were repulsed." 


"Two French night attacks near Car- 
ency, northwest 
of 
Arras, 
were rc- 
piileed. 


"In Champaign German troops suc- 
cessfully blew up mines and repulsed a 
»ijçht attack north of Beauzjour. Minor 
French advances near Corabres, Apre- 
mont and Fliery were 
without success. 
An attack a^çainst the German positiond 
northeast of Batonviller 
broke 
down 
nnd'er the German fire. The enemy sus- 
tained heavy losses.

23.—Through 
John F. Nugent, fonner assistant chief 
of police of Terre Haute, Mayor Dona 
M. Roberts was connected as the in- 
stigator or the one. who approved the 
acts which, the federal government con 
tends in the trial of the Terre Haute 
election casé, resulted in corrupting the 
election of last November. Nugent, who 
has pleaded guilty, confessed his part 
in the alleged conspiracy in a 
voice 
scarcely audible throughtout the court 
room. 


"Roberts told me he didn't want any 
body on the board he couldn't handle," 
testified Nugent in telling of the part 
he played in preventing the regularly 
chosen election board for the Taylorville 
precinct from serving. 
"He told me to 
see Joe Jeffers, get him to select the 
board and see that it served." 


Nugent said Jeffers, who has pleaded 
guilty, selected the board and "framed 
the arrest" of the progressive members 
and that Roberts ordered the members 
held in the dettention cells. 


Prepared for a Rush. 
"Mayor Roberts," continued the wit- 
ness, "ordered the construction of the 
detention cells a short time before the 
election, saying 'We'll have 
a 
rush 
about then.'" 
Nugent said the cells 
were filled the night before election with 
election officials and workers "opposed 
to the Roberts machine." 


Nugent yesterday related how he col- 
lected 
about 
$0,000 
from 
gambling 
houses and saloon keepers and turned 
the amount over to Roberts. He said he 
collected according to a list prepared 
and given him by Roberts. He also told 
of some of his activities regarding reg- 
istration and was to tell today of his 
duties on election day. 


Nugent today testified 
that 
Sheriff 
Dennis Shea, a defendant, released from 
jail Joseph Bertche and 
armed 
him 
with an automatic pistol and club. Uni- 
ted States District Attorney Dailey as- 
serted that "Bertche is a well known 
burglar, gxmman and murderer." 
Nu- 
gent'stated that Shea 
had told 
him 
Bertche had "worked in the Chicago 
elections and was a good man to have 
around the polls." 


Court Is Astounded. 
The former police official was asked 
about "Chappie"' Moran, who was de- 
scribed by ilr. Dailey as a "confidence 
man with an international reputation." 
Nugent said Moran helped Shea in pre- 
cinct C of the Sixth ward and it was 
brought out that Moran had served on 
t i e registration board there. 


"Do you mean to say that a iii»n 
with such a reputation served on the 
r^istration 
board?" 
Judge 
Anderson 
asked with astonishment. 


"Yes, your honor," replied Mr. Dailey. 
"In view of the evidence already intro- 
duced I don't think your; honor should 
be sm^prised that anything was done 
over there." 


The court then asked if Moran had 
been arrested and ^Mr. Dailey said all 
efforts so far to locate him had failed.

AND PLÜÍER 


Bandits Invade and Burn 
Christian Quarters at 
Urumiah, Persia. 


AMERICAN MISSION 
HOUSING REFUGEES 


Thousands Flock to Protec- 
tion of American Flag 
in Moslem Land. 


New York, I^farch 23.—The 
Persian 
war relief committee with headquarters 
in this city today received the following 
cablegram from Tiflis, Russia: 


"All villages biurned except three. Two 
Christian quarters of 
Urumiah 
plun- 
dered and a great many people killed. 
Women taken captives. 
Fifteen thou- 
sand refugee.«? in the American mission. 
Great danger. 
The French mission has 
been destroyed. 
There are 10,000 refu- 
gees in Rusa." 


The message was signed by Aslanoff, 
a Russian contractor of Tiflis. 


Urumiah is in northwestern Persia, 
not far distant from the Russian border, 
A previous dispatch from Djulfa, Persia, 
received here March 21, was to the effect 
that tlic Turkish consul at Urumiah, at 
the head, of seventy Askaris, recently 
attacked the American mission there. 
Priests and deacons upon being ordered 
to leave the mission were insulted and 
beaten, it was stated in the dispatch. 
Russian troops, it was also said, had 
been sent for to save the lives of Chris- 
tians whom tho mission was imable to 
protect. 


In Throes of Mob Rule. 


— -Urumiah has been in the throes of 
mob imle for weeks, according to reports 
received here by the Presbyterian ]^ard 
of foreign missions. 


A reign of terror in which marauders 
and bandits hold sway has driven tens 
of thousands from the city and into the 
outlying province and has sent other 
thousands to the 
protection 
of 
the 
American flig which waves above the 
Presbyterian mission there. 


Ten thousand persons were housed in 
the mission three weeks a;go, 
according 
to information 
received 
here. 
These 
refugees include almost the entire na- 
tive Christian population of the city, 
between 4,000 and 5,000, the two 
or 
three himdred 
American 
missionaries 
and teachers, whose activities have beesn 
conducted under the board's supervision, 
and a hetrogenous aggregation of for- 
eigners. 


In Headlong Flight 


Danes, Swedes, Norwegians and other 
Europeans pressed beside Moslems in 
the headlong flight for life from the mob 
to the missions, according to the re- 
ports. The doors were open to all. All 
who could be accommodated within the 
buildings, it is said, were accorded the 
protection of the American flag. 


The missions themselves ambrace a 
number of beliefs, divided into two com- 
pounds, so-called. 
Chief of these is a 
great school building a mile and a half 
from the city proper. Several thousand 
persons, it was thought, could flnd pro- 
tection within its walls. 
The second 
compound consists of a number of build 
ings in the city proper. These indude a 
m ^ e m hospital of commodious propor- 
tions, chtffches to the number of twen 
ty-ftve and other schools. 


The Christian quarters which were in 
vaded. It was said, were occupied by 
colonies of native Christians, who called 
themselves Nestorians and whose occu 
pancy dated back more than 1,500 years.

T H E 
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Inmates Perish in Fire Which Destroys 
Delaware County Infirmary 
East of Muncie. 


SIuBcie, Ind., March 23.—Fire which 
is believed to have originated in an at- 
tic closet from crossed wires completely 
destroyed the big three story Delaware 
county infirmary building located four 
miles east of Muncie, early this morn- 
ing. 
Three inmates are known to have 
been burned to death and two others 
were missing at noon. 


Shortly after noon when the fire had 
died down enough to permit entrance to 
edges of the building two bodies were 
found, bringing the total of known dead 
up to three. 
One of the bodies was in 
the north ell of the old building and the 
other in tho center of the building. The 
bodies were chan-ed and burned beyond 
recognition. 


The building is without fire protec- 
tion and no assistance in stopping the 
flames was possible. 
All • attention was 
devoted to saving a new $100,000 ad- 
dition which was to have gone into use 
this morning for the first time. 


Hangs from Steam Pipe. 
Mute evidence of death was seen in 
a charred mass of 
human flesh 
and 
bones hanging from one of the steam 
pipes in the comer of the old building. 
The body was five or six feet from the 
floor and indicated that the unidentified 
man had attempted to climb up the pipe 
to escape the fire. 


The missing are: Wesley Studebaker, 
73; 
William 
Studebaker, 
38; 
Nell 
Stute, Wm. Medary, Samuel Camel, 70, 


all inmates, and Ben Stewart, day fire- 
man. 


The women were rushed and dragged 
from 
the 
women's 
dormitory, 
while 
many of the moii were compelled to 
escape from the tliinl floor by climbing 
out over the roof of the new addition. 
This is a two story structure and was 
their only means of escape. 
Numerous 
instances wcio told of men ha^^ng to be 
dragged out of tho place who were un- 
able to help thenisolvcs. 
Some even, it 
is told, insisted upon staying in the 
place, not realizing the gravity of the 
situation. 


The fire originated about 4 o'clock 
and at 9 o'clock the big atructure was 
nothing but a mass of charred ruins 
and black walls. 
Tho loss will be about 
$75.000, partially covered by instwance. 


Albert Clark, 
suporintendent, 
gath- 
ered inmates who escaped into a small 
brick building 
and later 
they 
were 
moved to a part of the new addition 
which was saved f)nly by a wind which 
was blowing away from it and by a 
heavy lire wall wliich had only one door.

San Francisco railroad, so testified to- 
day at the inter-state commerce com- 
mission's hearing of the western rail- 
road systems' application for an

crease of freight rates on certain com^ 
modities. 


The railroads are asking for an in- 
crease in the rate on soft coal averaging 
7.95 cents a ton from mines in certain 
states west of and including Indiana. 
From this increase Mr. jMcAuIiflfe testi- 
fied, the railroads would be able to add 
$1,226,122 
to their 
annual 
income. 
How much it would cost the consumer if 
the increase were added to the retail 
price , of coal was figured out. 
Based on 
the populations in the states affected 
the witness said, each consumer would 
have to pay about five cents a year 
more for coal. 
C. 0. Wright, counsel 
for the railroads, announced that 
the 
railroads originally had asked for an in- 
crease on hard coal rates also but owing 
to the inability of the roads to pre- 
pare their case on this commodity. the 
application as 
pertains to hard 
coal 
would be withdrawn.

Awaiting Further Details of 
Snowslide Horror in 
Canadian Mine. 


CAME WITH REPORT 
LIKE AN EXPLOSION 


Lives Snuifed Out Under 
Avalanche of Snow and 
Earthj 


Vancouver, B. C., March 
23.—Until 
thé arrival of another steamer late to- 
day from Howe Sound, no further in- 
formation was expected concerning the 
extent of the loss of life in the snow 
and -landslide that swept aAvay early 
yesterday part of the plant of the Brit 
tania mines, limited. 


A steamer which arrived from Brit 
tania Beach last night with several of 
the'injured brought word that the death 
list probably would reach the first es 
timates of 
fifty. 
Eighteen bodies had 
been recovered and twenty were known 
to have been injured. 


The slide occurred shortly after mid 
night. 
There was a report like a dyna- 
mite explosion; 
in fact survivors de- 
clared they first thought the mine's ma- 
gazine tad blown up. 
A mass of rock 
snow and huge trees swept down from 
near the -summit of the mountain. 
It 
;arried from a ledge, a bunk house, cook 
louse and one or two of the houses oc- 
cupied by the famUies of the employes 
The en<;ire mass of debris then shot 
downward, stopping here a mile farther, 
near the Brittania creek, where some of 
Ihê mine workings are situated. 


- When the rescuers got to work they 
found some bodies free of the rocks and 
fnow but so badly battered as to be 
>lmost unrecognizable. 


? About a dozen men coming ofli night 
•hift from the mine narrowly escaped. 
Dne man was buried in the snow for 
Baverai' hours, only his hand appearing 
Iibove the surface. He was rescued, al- 
though nearly frozen. 


The bodies are being retained at Brit- 
tania Beach, where an inquest will be 
held on Wednesday. 
No cause can be 
assigned for the landslide as the moun- 
tain top in the neighborhood was con- 
sidered as being quite stable.

Lewis murdered Mrs. Mary C. Balding

I to kill the two other children on the 
niglit of I\[arch 14 because he "loved 
thoni so" and did not wish to see them 
"go away," according to a confession 
that police say Lewis made yesterday. 
The nnirderor crashed the skuUe of hi^ 
victims with 
flat 
irons as 
they 
lay 
asleep. 
The two Avho survived his at- 
tack are suffering from fractured skulls 
and physicians say, will die. 


In his alleged confession, Lewis savs 
that he had learned that the Baldings 
were preparing 
to move 
away 
from 
Terre Haute and that he "loved them 
so," he "could not bear to see them go 
away." 
Lewis was taken to Indianapo- 
lis late yesterday for confinement be- 
cause, police say, they feared mob vio- 
lence. 
The Vigo county grand jury re- 
turned an indictnicnt late yesterday aft- 
ernoon against Lewis for first degree 
murder. 
Lewis is 35 years old, and a 
coal miner. 


Detectives Fedderson and Armstrong 
and Prosecutor Wcreke have been work- 
ing on the case since the fiendish crimes 
were

March 15. Numerous clues have been 
run down, but it was not until the an 
nouncement of the detectives and the 
prosecutor that 
Lewis

The fact that Lewis told the detec- 
tives what later, they say, proved to be 
an luitruth, and a bloodstain on one of 
his suspender 
led to his arrest. 
After 
a gruelling examination by detectives, 
he broke down. 
His 
confession, 
as 
given out by the police, follows in part: 
Oh, God! 
It's no use," exclaimed 
Lewis. "'You got me all right. I killed 
her. Yes, and I killed the kids, too, be- 
cause they were all going to move away 
and I could not bear to see them leave. 


"On Sunday evening, March 14, I went 
across the creek to the home of \Vheat- 
stcifl. 
I stayed there for awhile and 
then went to the tJncil home, not far 
from the Wlieatstein home. 


"Heft Uncil's about 9; 30 o'clock and 
from there I went to Mrs. Balding's 
home. 
I tore the carpet off the win-- 
dow, wliich Iiad been put there because 
there was no glass in the window. Got 
in the kitchen and got two irons off of 
the kitchen stove. 
Mrs. Balding was 
awake when I came in. I went to her 
bed and struck her several times on the 
head with the iron, I don't know how 
many dimes I hit her. Next I hiirlrene 
on the head. I don't remember if I hit 
the baby or not. 
I then went into the 
front, rodm to the davenport and hit 
Celeste. 
When I went to hit Clifford 
he woke up and said something. I don't 
know what he said. 
Then

Thomas and hit him. 
I then went to 
the kitclien, where I got in and washed 
my hands in a pan of water. Then went 
home. 
I did not tell anyone of 
my 
crime—not a soul. I did not think any- 
one would find out that I did it."

AUSTRIANS FIGHT 
BRAVELY TO LAST 


Petrograd, March 23.—Events which 
preceded the final dGspevate sortie of the 
heleaguered gan-ison of Przemysl, de- 
signed to' break throligh the encircling 
ring of Russian troops, are described in' 
an official commiuiication issued here 
last night. The statement says: 


"During the last few days before the 
final sorties the garrison received in- 
creased rations. 
Each soldier Avas given 
biscuits to last five days, warm new 
clothing and new boots. 
Officers were 
instructed to explain to the troops that 
if they rettimed to the fortress an in- 
glorious fate awaited them and conse- 
quently they must pierce the RuAsian 
front at any cost. 


"An easterly direction was chosen for 
the sortie as the line of least resistance 
as well as because it led to the district 
where the Russians had large atote» of 
arms and ammtmitions.

The Anti-Lobby Law Reports. 


THose who opposed the enactment of the anti-lobby 
law by the recent Indiana legislature, are pointing to the 
fact that, with approximately half the thirty days follow- 
ing adjournment in which financial reports must be filed 
already passed, but few of such statements have been ffled 
twith the secretar3^ of state. On the face of it, this is a 
inanifestly unfair standard by which to judge of the ef- 
ficacy of the new statute. The anti-lobby law was d«- 
feigned as a restrictive measure, frained to thwart the de- 
:viou8 and questionable methods of the paid lobbyist. Un- 
til it can be shown that the paid lobbyist was at work in 
all his old-time glory in defiance of the law, it is reason- 
able to assume that the law was reasonably effective in 
accomplishing what it was designed to do. 


Reports thus filed show the expenditure of sums for 
attorney's fees and similar expenses that appear infin- 
itesimally small as compared to expenditures popularly 
supposed to have been made in influencing legislation in 


f o r m e r years, and as a matter of fact it is probable that 
there was much less of this thing than in the olden days. 
It is altogether probable, also, that the explanation for 
this, fact is to be found in the new anti-lobby law. 


We were told by Indianapolis dispatches in the clos- 
; ing days of the session that powerful lobbies were on 
hand for the breweries and other interests against the 
woman suffrage proposition, the state-wide prohibition 
bill and the movement for a constitutional convention, 
and it is noted that thus far no reports filed indicate the 
presence of a force of this character. That fact appears to 
bè the only strikingly aching void in the .situation, and 
there is still time under the law in which this informa- 
tion, as yet missing, can be supplied. It is going to be 
awaited with nncoipmon interest in the appraisement of 
the efficacy or the failure of the anti-lobby law in Indiana. 


It is highly gratifying to note final action by the 
county commissioners in providing on the newlj^-pur- 
chased county farm, north of the city, quarters in which 
will be established the county home for the care and treat- 
jnent of tubercular patients. 
It will enable the Anti- 
fTuberculosis society to make its efforts much more ef- 
fectual than has been possible heretofore, and will stimu- 
late still more liberal public support to this benificent pur- 
pose. Fort Wayne has aided handsomely during the past 
few years the war on the white plague, and with the hos- 
pital in operation it will be enabled to do much more. It 
is not a question of charity but of conservation of human 
life, and it will be the means of restoring to health many 
persons who in present surroundings and under present 
, conditions are without a chance in combatting the disease 
- Jirhich has fastened its dread clutches upon them.

The value of co-op«ratioii in all da* 
pariments of farm life, and "work is to 
be pointed out to farmers t ^

with more emphasis than ever before 
by the office of markets and rural or- 
ganization, a bureau of the department 
of agricultiire. A pamphlet already is-, 
sued by the office outlines a plan where- 
by rural commimities m a y proceed at 
once to develop co-operativQ activities 
and relations in both business and so- 
cial affaire, and, to this end, the depart- 
ment, on application, will "send to any 
rural neighborhood bulletins and book- 
lets issued imder its direction that bear 
upon the matter. 
The plan calls for 
the appointment of 
five 
committees, 
which will deal with the commimity's 
business needs and flvo with its social 
needs. ' 


These committees are represented in 
the membership of a centrifl committee 
whose function it is to direct the gen- 
eral policy of the co-operative organiza- 
tion and' to (fontr^l the expenditure of 
funds. 
The committees dealing 
m t h 
the business affairs of the neighborhood 
are those on farm production, market- 
ing, 
securing 
farm 
supplies, 
farm 
finance and accounting and communica- 
tion and transportation. 
Tliose deal- 
ing with the community's social inter- 
ests will devote their attention to edu- 
cation, sanitation, recreation, beautifl- 
cation and household economics. 


It should not bo difficult t<) cominco 
the fajmer of the practical benefit ac- 
cruing from the sort of organization 
contemplated. 
It is evident that iha 
ten committees will deal with 
ques- 
tions and problems that are of vital in- 
terest to every community. 
Financial- 
ly a.nd socially, results 
should 
show 
quickly; incomes ought to increase and 
living conditions 
improve. 
"Co-opera- 
tion on the part of rural commimities." 
says the department, "can do as much 
to improve these conditions as it ean 
to increaae the average cash income. 
The committees that have these mat- 
ters in charge should, therefore, be re- 
garded BB quite as important as those 
which deal with the business questions, 
and they should receive the same sup- 
port from the entire community which 
they are endeavoring to benefit. 
The 
r e s ^ t will be a community spirit which, 
in its way, is capable of producing as 
valuable results as the national spirit.'*

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Opening "vvith a wonderful eulogy on 
Abraham Lincoln, followed by a bitter 
aiTaignment of 
socialism and 
closing 
with an eloquent appeal for the support 
of the republican party in two years, 
Dr. Jolm Wesley Hill, of New York, a 
Methodist minister and president of the 
International Peace 
Forum, spoke 
at 
the jVIajestic theater ]\Ionday evening 
uiider the auspices of the Lincoln club. 


James E. Watson, of Kushville, men- 
tioned for the presidency and an ardent 
admirer of Joe Cannon, also was there 


i and spoke briefly, promising to return 
j to Fort Wayne at some future time and 
j speak more at length. 


The attendance Avas not large, though 
all that could have been expected dur- 
ing an oñ' season for a political gather- 
i ing. 
The applause was frequent and at 
I times even enthusiastic, 
John T. Jack- 


j son, president of the Lincoln club, pre- 
I sided and Giarles R, Lane read a tele- 
gram from William L. Taylor, who, on 
account of an engagement in Chicago, 
could not be present, and another tele- 
gram from John Hays' Hammond, con- 
sisting of several pages pointing out the 
virtues of the republican party. 


The real purpose of the meeting Avas 
to start a republican propaganda move- 
ment to enlighten voters 
during 
tlie 
next two years as to the principles of 
the national republican party and to 
urge support of the principles of that 
party in the coming campaign of 1916. 


Address by Dr. Hill. 


Dr. Hill took for his subject "Abraham 
Igiinooln," declaring that a Lincoln club 
is only another name 
for 
republican 
club. 
Ho said that the name Lincoln 
is a synonym for. Americanism and that 
he had done more in ftis influence on 
the world than any other man in the 
Bame length of time in the history of 
the Avorld. 
Plato discerned the 
phil- 
anthropic aspect of a divine purpose, he 
said; 
Copernicus discerned and appro- 
priated the astrononuc aspect 
of 
it; 
Darwin discerned the natural aspect of 
it; the method employed by God in the 
crcation of all forms and forces of na- 
ture unite and perpetuate the achieve- 
ment of Cliarlos Darvvin, who was born 
on the same day and in the same year 
as Abraham Lincoln. 
But Lincoln dis- 
cerned more than all, uncovering the 
underlying principles of democracy as 
revealed in the march of civilization. His 
memory will he preserved to the end of 
time, he said. 


"Post-mrortem eulogy 
is only 
back 
pay," he continued. 
"Abraham Lincoln 
is now receiving back pay.- He ig the 
greatest mere man who has walked un- 
der the stars of heaven in 6,000 years." 


Explains Progress. 


Tlie speaker declared that all pro- 
gress is movement, but all movements 
are not progress. 
"A boy on a hobby 
horse imagines he's making a 2:10 rec- 
ord when he's only Avearing out the car- 
pet," he said. 


He declared that the progressives and 
republicans have gotten together and 
that joy-riding is as dangerous in pol- 
itics as in an automobile. 


Dr. Hill said that progress does not 
mean divorce, but matrimony, and that 
socialism is not advancement, but re- 
treat. 
He referred to socialism as bar- 
barism. 
There is no progress in the 
democratic policy of free trade, he con- 
tinued, and tliat the time has come when 
business men should have an opportu- 
nity of conducting their business. 
He 
closed with the following appeal: 


"Let us rally to the flag of protection, 
to the party of progfi'ess and patriotism, 
to the samé 
republican 
party 
which 
means 
patriotism 
without 
demagog- 
ism. 
We want and need progress witli- 
out destruction; the flag without taint 
or tarnish, the symbol of a mighty na- 
tion, the powerful party 
of 
Lincoln, 
Grant, McKinlcy, Roosevelt and Taft, 
and tilings will be all right with us and 
better for all the world." 


Brief Talk by Watson.

Europeans pressed beside Moslems in 
the headlong flight for life from the mob 
to the missions, according to the re- 
ports. The doors were open to all. All 
who could be accommodated within the 
buildings, it is said, were accorded the 
protection of the American flag. 


The missions themselves ainbrace a 


number of beliefs, divided into two com- 
pounds, so-called. 
Chief of these is a 


great school building a mile and a half 
from the city proper. Several thousand 
persons, it was thought, could find pro- 
tection within its walls. 
The second 


compound consists of a number of build- 
ings in the city proper. These include a 
modem hospital of commodious propor- 
tions, churches to the number of twen- 
ty-five and other schools. 


The Christian quarters which were in- 


vaded, it was said, were occupied by 
colonies of native.Christians, who called 
themselves Nestorians and whose occu- 
pancy dated back more than 1,500 years.

sumer Little. 


Chicago, March 23.—Hauling coal is 


one of the most unprofitable businessss 
the railroads do. 
Eugene 
McAuliffs, 


general coal agent of the St. Louis &, 
San Francisco railroad, so testified to- 
day at, the inter-state commerce com- 
mission's hearing of the western rail- 
road systems' application for an in- 
crease of freight rates on certain, com- 
modities. 


The railroads are asking for an in- 


crease in the rate on soft coal averaging 
7.95 cents a ton from mines in certain 
states west of and including Indiana, 
From this increase Mr. McAuliffe testi- 
fied, the railroads would be able to add 
81,226,122 .to their annual income. 
How much it would cost the consumer if 
the increase were added to the retail 
price of coal was figured out. Based on 
the populations in the states affected 
the witness said, each consumer would 
have to pay about five cents a year 
more for coal. 0. C. Wright, counsel 
for the railroads, announced that the 
railroads originally bad asked for an in- 
crease on hard coal rates also but owing 
to the inability of tho roads to pre- 
pare their case on this commodity tho 
application as pertains to hard coal 
would be withdrawn.

night. There was a report like a dyna- 
mite explosion; in fact survivors de- 
clared they first thought the mine's ma- 
gazine had blown up. 
A mass of rock, 


EHOW and huge trees swept down from 
near the summit o£ the mountain. 
It 


parried from a ledge, a bunk house, cook 
house and one or two of the houses oc- 
cupied by the families of the employes. 
The entire mass of debris then shot 
downward, stopping here a mile farther, 
near the Brittania creek, where some of 
the mine workings are situated. 


AA'hcn the rescuers got to work they 


found some bodies free of the rocks and 
inow but so badly battered as to be 
Xlmost unrecognizable.

thift from the mine narrowly escaped. 
One man was bur.icd in the snow for 
Several hours, only his hand appearing 
above the surface.

that police say Lewis- mado yesterday. 
Tho murderer crushed the skulls of his 
victims with 
flat irons as they lay 


asleep. Tho two wlio survived bis at- 
tack are suffering from fractured skulls 
and physicians say, will die. 


In his alleged confession, Lewis says 


that be had learned that the BaWings 
wore preparing 
to move away 
from 


Terre Haute and that lie "loved them 
so," ho "could not bear to sec them go 
away." Lewis was taken to Indianapo- 
lis late yesterday for confinement be- 
cause, police say, they feared mob vio- 
lence.

AUSTRIANS FIGHT 


BRAVELY TO LAST 


Petrograd, March" 23.—Events which, 


preceded the Final desperate sortie of the 
beleaguered garrison of Pncemysl, de- 
signed to1 break through the encircling 
ring of Russian troops, are described in 
an official communication issued here 
last night. The statement says: 


"During the last few days before the 


final sorties the garrison • received in-i 
creased rations. Each soldier was given 
biscuits to last five days, warm new 
clothing and new boots. 
Officers were 


instructed to explain to the troops that 
if they returned to the fortress an in- 
glorious fate awaited them and conse- 
quently they must pierce the Russian 
front at any cost. 


"An easterly direction was chosen for 


the- sortie as the line of least resistance 
as well as because it led to the district' 
where the Russians had large stores of 
arms and ammunitions. 


"More than 2.000 were ordered to par- 


ticipate, but several units refused to 
move. 
Only the Twenty-third Honved 


division and the Fourth Hussars took 
an active part. 
They were promptly 


and decisively defeated/'

oflicial Austrian communication 


states that the garrison 
returned 
to 


Przcraysl because it encountered over- 
whelming Russian 
forces. 
Tho total 


number of the captured garrison exceed- 
ed Russian expectations. 


Final Appeal to Garrison. 


Following is the text of a statement 


issued by Gen. Kusraanek to the garri- 
son of the fortress on March IS, the day 
before the sorties: 


".Soldier.", for half a year wo children

fatherland have boon incessantly oppos- 
ing the enemy. With tho help" of God 
and your bravery we have successfully 
defended the fortress against the enemy 
despite the attacks, privations and cold. 


"You already merit the highest grati- 


tude of your conima.nder-in-chiof and 
country, and have won the admiration 
even of the enemy.

fatherland thousands of hearts beat for 
you and millions wait with bated breath 
for news from you. Heroes, I announce 
to you my last summons. The honor 
of your country demands it. I shall lead 
you to pierce- with your poults of steel 
the iron circle of the enemy. 


"On then! March on! 
15ven further 


be unsparing in your efforts till we join 
the main army. Wo are on the eve of 
a great battle, for the enemy will be 
reluctant to abandon a prize he lias cov- 
eted so long. Know then, true defend- 
ers of Przemysl, each must have but one 
thought. That is. forward, ever, for- 
ward. Smash everything that bars your 
path. 


"Soldiers, we have shared our last 


provisions. The honor of our country 
and of ourselves forbid that after our 
glorious struggle wo should fall an easy 
prey to the enemy. Be heroic, warriors, 
and we shall open the way.

The Anti-Lobby Law Reports. 


THose who opposed the enactment of the anti-lobby 


law by the recent Indiana legislature, are pointing to the 
fact that, -with approximately half tho thirty days follow- 
5ng Adjournment in which financial reports must be fil 
nlrea'dy passed, but few of such statements have been filed 


the secretary of state. On the face of it, this is 


manifestly unf air standard by which to judge of the ef 
ificacy of the new statute. The anti-lobby law was de 
feigned as a restrictive measure, framed to thwart the de 
yious and questionable methods of the paid lobbyist. Un 
til it can be shown that the paid lobbyist was at work in- 
fell his old-time glory in defiance of the law, it is reason 
able to assume tha.t the law was 'reasonably effective in 
accomplishing what it was designed to do. 


Reports thus filed show the expenditure of sums fo 


attorney's fees and similar expenses that appear rnfin 
itesimally small as compared to expenditures popularly 
eupposed to have been made in influencing legislation in 
former years, and as a matter of fact it is probable tha 
there was much less of this thing than in the olden days 
It is altogether probable, also, that the explanation fo: 
this fact is to be found in the new anti-lobby law. 


"We -were told by Indianapolis dispatches in the clos 


j-ing days of .the session that powerful lobbies were on 
.hand for the breweries and other interests against th 


. woman suffrage proposition, the state-wide prohibition 
bill and the movement for a constitutional convention 
and it is noted that thus far no reports filed indicate th 
presence of a force of this character. That fact appears t 
be the only strikingly aching void in the situation, a,nc 
there is still time under the law in which this inf orma 
tion, as yet missing, can be supplied. It is going to b 
'awaited with uncommon interest in the appraisement o 
the efficacy or the failure of the anti-lobby law in Indiana 


It is highly gratifying to note final action by th 


county commissioners in providing on the uewly-pur 
chased county farm, north of the city, quarters in which 
.will be established the county home for the care and treat 
toient of tubercular patients. It will enable the Anti 
tuberculosis society to make its efforts much more ef 
ifectual than has been possible heretofore, and will stiniu 
late still more liberal public support to this benificent pur 
pose, Fort "Wayne has aided handsomely during the pai 
if ew years the war on the white plague, and with the ho 
ipital in operation it will be enabled to do much more. It 
is not a question of charity but of conservation of human 
'life, and it will be the means of restoring to health many 
persons who in present surroundings and under present 
conditions are without a chance in combatting the disease 
^rhich has fastened its dread clutches upon them. 


The raid on the gambling den snugly located in the 


basement of a barber shop building, with its resultant ar- 
rest of some half a dozen players and the proprietor of the 
establishment, should be accepted as a significant hint by 
the frequenters of other places of this character in Port 
"Wayne, if such there be. Even the "quiet little game" can 
not long escape the notice of the police if they are in 
earnest in their purpose to suppress gambling. It must 
be admitted, too, that the police attitude has every ap- 
pearance of genuineness.

Inance and accoxmtinjt and comimiiuca- 
iion and transportation. Those deal- 
ng with the community's social inter 
ests will devote their attention t« edu- 
itlon, sanitation, recreation, bcautin- 
ition and household economics. 
It should not be difficult to convincn 


;he farmer of the practical benefit 
cruiog from the sort of organization 
contemplated. It is evident that the 
;en committees will deal with 
ques- 


tions and problems that aro of vital in- 
«rcst to every commxmity. Finoncia.1- 
T and socially, results should 
show 


quickly; incomes ought to increase one 
iving conditions 
improve. "Co-opera- 


tion on th« part of rural communitiec,' 
lays the department, "con do as much 
to improve theee conditions a* it can 
to increase th» average cash income. 
The committees that have thew mat 
tors in charge should, therefore, bo ro 
gardcd as quite as important as those 
which deal with the business questions 
and they ihould receive the same sup- 
port from the entire community which 
they are endeavoring to benefit. Tbe 
result •rill be a community spirit which, 
in it* way, is capable of producing mi 
valuable result* as the national spirit."

Makes an Appeal for Re- 


publican Success- 


Watson Here. 


Opening with a wonderful eulogy on 


Abraham Uwoln, followed by a bitter 
arraignment of socialism and closing 
with an eloquent appeal for the support 
of the republican party In two years, 
IJr. John Wesley Hill,'of Xevv York, a 
Methodist minister and president of the 
International Peace forum, spoke 
at 


the Majestic theater Monday evening 
under the auspices of the Lincoln club! 


James E. Watson, of Kuahville, men- 


tioned for the presidency and an ardent 
admirer of Joe Camion, also was there 
and^spoke brielly, promising to return 
to l-'ort Wayne at sonib future timu and 
speak more at length. 


The attendance was not large, though 


all that could have been expected dnr- 
injr an oil' season for a political gather- 
ing- Tho applause was frequent and at 
times even enthusiastic. 
John T. Jack- 


;im, president of the Lincoln club, pre- 
-ided and Charles IX. Lane read a tele- 
gram from William L. Taylor, who, on 
account of an engagement in Chicago, 
could not be present, and another tele- 
gram from John Huys Hammond, con- 
sisting of several pages pointing out the 
virtues of the republican party. 


The real purpose of the meeting was 


to start a republican propaganda move- 
ment to enlighten voters during tho 
next two years as to the principles of 
tho national republican partv and to 
urge support of the principles of that 
party in 1he coming campaign of 1010. 


Address by Dr. Hill. 


l>r. Hill took for his subject "Abraham 


Lmco n, declaring that a Lincoln club 
is only another name for republican 
«lub. 
Ho said that the name Lincolu 


is a synonym for Americanism and that 
he had donu more in Iiis influence on 
tho world than any other man in tho 
samo length of timo In tho history of 
the world. 
Plato discerned the phil- 


anthropic aspect of a diviuo purpose, ha 
said; Copernicus discerned and appro- 
priated the astronomic aspect of it; 
Darwin discerned the natural aspect of 
it; the method employed by God in tho 
creation of all forms and forces of na- 
ture unito and perpetuate tho achieve- 
ment of Charles Darwin, who was born 
on the same day and in the same rear 
as Abraham Lincoln. But Lincoln "dis- 
cerned more than all, uncovering the 
underlying principles of democracy as 
revealed in the march of civilization. His 
memory will be preserved to tho end of 
time, ho said. 


"Post-mortem eulogy is only hack 


pay," ho continued. "Abraham Lincolu 
is now receiving back pay. He is the 
greatest mere man who lias walked un- 
der the stars of heaven in 6,000 years," 


Explains Progress. 


Thn_ speaker declared that all pro- 


gress is movement, but all movements 
arc not progress. "A boy OH a hobby 
horse imagines he's making a 2:10 rec- 
ord when he's only wearing out the car- 
pet," he said. 


He declared that the progressives and 


republicans have gotten together and 
that joy-riding is as dangerous in pol- 
itics as in an automobile. 


Dr. Hill said that progress does not 


moan divorce, but matrimony, and that 
socialism is not advancement, but re 
treat. He referred to socialism aa bar 
barism. 
There is no progress in the 


democratic policy of free trade, he con- 
tinued, nnd that the time has come when 
business men should have an opportu- 
nity of conducting their business, lie 
closed with tho following appeal: 


"Let us rally to the nag of protection, 


to the party of progress and patriotism, 
to the same republican party which 
means 
patriotism 
without ilcmagog- 


ism. We want and Jiecd progress with- 
out destruction, the flag without taint 
or tarnish, the symbol of a mighty na- 
tion, the powerful party of Lincoln. 
Grant, McKinley, Roosevelt and Taft', 
and things will be all right with us and 
better for all the world." 


Brief Talk by Watson. 


•Tames E. Watson talked but a few 


minutes. He declared he had come to 
Fort Wayne at tho solicitation of Dr. 
Hill, who said Jic was sick. 


'If lie is ill, I wonder what he would 


have done to us if lie had been well!" 
he exclaimed. 


1Y. Wa.tson made an appeal for the 


National Republican, published at Mun- 
cie by Col. George Lockwood. He said 
that the republican party has always 
lacked publicity inasmuch as a ma- 
jority of the great .journals are on the 
opposite side of the fence. He declared 
that tho real issue in the approaching 
campaign is the return of the republican 
party to success and that the real slo- 
gan is "Back to Prosperity." 


Among those present from a distance 


were Col. Lockvood. of Muncie, and 
Prof. Fairficld, of the Tri-State college 
at Angola. 


A number of county chairmen of tiie
